FATAL EXPLOSION. 



A Boiler Connected With a New York 
Surface Bailway Hnddenly 

Bursts. 



Numerous Deaths aud Serions Acci- 
ileuta— Heavy Damages 
to rropprty. 



Nkw Yohr, Nov. 2. — The boiler on tho 
premises of the Dry Dock, East Broadway 
and tho Battery Surface Railroad Co., at 
14th Btrcct and Avenue B, exploded at one 
o'clock tO'duy, causinc; death and dcstruc. 
tion. Tho section of the building in which 
tho boiler was located collapjcd. Tlie 
boiler flew aoroaa tho street and struck the 
double tenement No 51! I Kaat Uth street, 
juat below the first Btory. The aide of tho 
building was smashed in, throe men were 
instantly' killed, several buried in the debris, 
and nearly a score injured, aovoral of whom 
have ainco died. Engineer Armstrong, 
whoae body was buried in tho ruins waa in 
charge of tlie boiler. William Loyal, a 
lump triniuKir, was also buried in the ruins. 
Tiio e.'cplosion came with tho tjuicUness of 
thought, and probably no one will ever 
know its exact nauso. But fov; people were 
passing along 1 I'll Btroet ut tho timo. 

There was a mighty roar, a crash of full- 
ing bricks and broken timber. Like a ahot 
the boiler was lifted out of the stable and 
Hew across tlie street. It alruck the lene- 
meut directly opnoaito with a force that 
shook the whole block ; windows wore 
anmahed everywhere ia the vicinity. 
Sureame from the score of wounded 
rang out wildly. Women with children 
in their arms rushed in a paaio 
to the street, and a cloud of 
dust and pieces of building material 
Haw ill the uir. It was not until a minute 
had goue by before any one could realize 
what had happened. Fireman John Henry, 
of lOngiiio Co. No. 5, waa paasing up tho 
street u block away. Tho ahock lifted him 
from hia feet. Ho turned, und seeing what 
had happened, aeut out au alarm. Before 
the cnginea came a aecond alarm waa sound- 
ed, ''nd tb..'n ciune hurry CiUs for the a;r.- 
bulanco by tho dozen. Men ataggoring witli 
wounda, that in aomo caaoa wore fatal, ran 
through tho street uud dropped every- 
where. There wore three who never 
moved. They had met inalant death. 
Thomaa Hassan was atanding in front of 
the railing of No. u.'H, juat across from tho 
atablca. A corner of the boiler struck him 
in his body and ekull and sent him flying 
twenty feet in the hall. He never breathed 
again. Patrick Quinn was in tbo rear of 
the atabie. A piece of flying tube struck 
him on the head and crushed it in ; ho never 
moved from where ho had fallen. Samuel 
MoMullan waa standing in tho street. A 
piece >f atone weighing fifty pounds 
struck him and killed him instantly. 
Two littlo (Ullogher children, Annie, 
aged seven, and Michael, aged five, 
years, were playing in the street in front of 
their own house. Fragments of briok 
struck them and thev fell bleeding from a 
dozen wounds. No. 534 Eiat 14ch street is 
a double tenement. Go the ground, cast 
side, ,10110 Ruhl has a liquor store, and on 
the west side of tho hallway John Peters 
has a little grocery. Tho end of tho bjiler 
struck the upper corner of tho liquor store. 
Ruhl'a bar was demolished, Tho lower sec- 
tion of tho building was carried aw,»y, and 
with it fell the whole front of the aec- 
ond Btory. Ruhl'a f,imily live there, 
but fortunately not one of its mcnibora was 
in the house at, the rime. Ruhl waa atand- 
ing at the rear end of his bar uivuy from 
the window when the crash came. A piece 
of timber struck liim in the back and 
knocked him down. He waa not seriously 
injured. Peters was also in his atoro at tho 
time, when a mass of brick atiuck him on 
tho left leg, carrying away aome of tho 
flesh. At No. Tililj lliero ia a Chineeo laun- 
dry. The windows of the laundry wore 
demolished. Next door William Dart 
liiiB u barber shop. Dart was shaving 
a customer at the time and waa 
knocked down by the shock. The ouatonior 
was thrown from the chair, and ran through 
tho street almost amotbered in dust. L. 
ZoBok waa standing talkiog with William 
Sheehao, the driver of a horse oar that 
stood in front of the stables. Sheeban waa 
a' ruck by a large rook. He had his ear torn 
oil' and his skull was fractured. Ho was 
tnken to Bollevue, where he ia reported 
dying. Two car lioraea standing in front of 
the building were killed. The aiilo of the 
car which remained in the street waa 
demolished. Tho lone passenger in it escap- 
ed uninjured. 

Fifteen mimitea after tho explosion a hun- 
dred liromen and a dozen atnliulance sur- 
gi'ons were on the acene. The liromen found 
no ll'unes lo tiglit ami tho surgeons had 
llieir hands full. They went nisliiiig around 
everywhere. Tlio wouiideil were lying at 
all points, Thomiia Jjowell, IS years old, 
was standing near the front of the ttablea. 
Tho di bria showered about him and ho was 
dragged out with hia aUulI fractured 
and hia head crushed. Ho waa dying 
when sent to the Bellevue. Near him 
at the time of the explosion waa William 
Taggan an employe of tho company. Tho 
shower of bricks and timber struck him, 
and his injuries were similar to those of 
Howell. He was taken to Bellevue, and 
surgeons say that he oannot reoovor. One 
fortunate feature of the whole oalaraity waa 
that no fire attended it. A small blaza 
started soon after the explosion, but a 
stream of water extinguished it in short 
order.

The 
address adds that In thia dispute the 
bravery of the Spanish Government resulted 
in the defeat of German schemes to get 
possession of these Islands. It further de- 
clares that the signers wore oonvinned the 
concentrating of on Eogliah naval equadron 
at Gibraltar will prevent the home of the 
Cid from fulfilling ita traditional mission to 



Africa, and hails beforehand tho glorious 
Buooesa which the. valiant Spanish army and 
navy will win opposite . Uibr<tltar. 

HAVANA STEAMER BDBNED. 

Sixty Persons Drowned— Vfsael Set on Fire 
By an Explosion. 

H.WANA, Nov. 2 — The steamship City of 
Alexandria, belonging to the New York & 
Cuba Mail Steamship company, from Hav- 
and MatanzAS for Now York, baa been 
burned ol! Cojimar. Sixty persona were 
drowned. The steamer waa commanded by 
Capt. Hofman. 

I'he news was brought to ths city «arly 
thia morning, when a atnall boat, in which 
wero tho second ofiioer and 11 other porBora 
from tho City of Alexandria, entered the 
harbor ami reported the loss of tho steiuner. 
Tboy aay that an explosion occurred yuater- 
day afternoon ou board tho steamer, aud 
that hliortly after she was burning liiTcely. 
The fire gained such headway that C:iptiiin 
Holl'inan saw it would Lo inipussiblo 
to anvo tho ahip and ordera were 
given to abandon her. The atcan,- r 
had 100 hogslieads of rum on hoard, uud 
this, wlien it caught on fire, caused immen-c 
masses of IKini.'U to ascend from the hutch 
wiiys. The hatchways having been blown 
off, there was great excitemenl on board ; 
hut the officers soon succeeded in restoring 
order. Aa soon os the lire alarm was 
sounded, the crew went to their fire stations 
and the acewarda begun to carry provisions 
t ) tho boats. There waa conip.irutively lit- 
tle sea running, and but jliglit d flicully 
waa experienced in lowering the boats when 
the bell forward tolled the aignal "Abandon 
tlio ship ! " 

Tbo scene of the burning of the steamer 
waa only twvoty-five miles from Havana, 
and the officers in command of the aeveral 
boats, the captain, first officer, purser and 
chief engineer, had little fear of not reach- 
ing that port or some other place along the 
coast. In the first moment of terror several 
men are euid to have jumped into the sea. 
Those who arrived in the small boat thia 
morning auid that six had been drowned, 
many of them through the upsetting of a boat. 
Later reporia ahow that none of the small 
boata upaet ; that many of those at firat re- 
ported aa lost reached Bacuruno in safety. 
Tho number of persona drowned ia now be" 
lieved to be .'i t or ."iu. Among them wero 
Ucrr Ltcbcingc, i Cibin paGJcng."r, v.-hoGO 
homo ia in Germany, and several Cuban 
atevedorea. Whoa tho news of tho disaater 
reached hero u number of tugs wore sent to 
the burning atoumer to render what asaist- 
ance they could. 'Two of these tuga returned 
this afternoon, bringing nineteen survivors 
from tho veaael. 

Savannah, Ga, , Nov. 2. — The statements 
of the survivors of the steamer Alexandria 
that sixty peraona were drowned are acarce- 
ly credited, aa it is known that many of the 
crew und puasengera reached Baoouranano. 
It ia alao definitely known that the steamer 
was set on firo by an explosion.

Caiiadiau Prize Hojjs at Chieaso Will

Ottawa, Nov. 2 — Judges Boyd, Biir- 
bidge and Caaault, the three arbitrators to 
whom the case was referred, gave their de- 
cision to-day on the most important point 
submitted to them in connection with the 
accounts of tho old provincea of Canada, via.: 
tho interest question. The award ia a great 
victory for tho Dominion, Tho Provincial 
claim for compound iniereat on tho balances 
due them ia disallowed, and only simple in- 
teroBt at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum 
is allosvcd. Tho decision afreets a sum of 
nearly 5;!.O0IJ,OUO or, in other words, the 
provincea wimid have been entitled to that 
amount had compound intereat been allowed. 
The accounts will now ho referred to expert 
actuaries for adjustment upon the bosis of 
tho award made to-dny. 

Hog cholera haa b en discovered among 
tho auiinala in quarantine at Surnitt.

Imposing Funeral of the Dletlngulshetl States- 
niiiu at Jlontreal— Tributes of the 
London rapers. 

Montreal, Nov. 2. — (Special.) — The 
funeral of Sir John Abbott, ex-Premier of 
Canada, took place from hia residence in 
this city, this afternoon, and waa one of the 
largest and most representative ever wit- 
nessed in Montreal. The casket was cov- 
ered with miignificont iloral oflferings. There 
was u Iloral crown from Mr. and Mra. W. 

C. Van Horne ; a cross, Mr. and Mrs. 
GeorgfJHamilton ; wreath. Hector Macken- 
zie ; wreath. Lord Aberdeen ; an anchor 
and cross, from hia oolleagues in the Cab- 
inet, and numerous others I rem the Toronto, 
Montreal and other Conservative associa- 
tions. The Governor-General, Dominion 
Government, Senate, House of Commons, 
Montreal Oily Council and other public 
bodies with which the deceased statesman 
had been connected, during hia long and 
distinguished career, wore all represented. 

Directly following the hearse came the 
chief mourners : Messrs. J. B. Abbott, 
William Abbott, Harry Abbott and Arthur 

D. Abbott, sons of the deceased, S. Betbune, 
Q. C , brother-in-law, and Rev. A. Phillips 
and R. T. Heneker, aona-in-law. Then fol- 
lowed the membera of -.the Dominion .Cabi- 
net, including the Premier Sir John Thomp- 
Hon, Sir A, P. Caron, Sir C. H. Tapper, 
Hun. J. A. Oaimefc, Mr. Clarke Wallace 
and Solicitor- Gleneral Curran. The Gover- 
nor-General was officially represented by 
Captain Urquhart and Captain Kinderley, 
A. D. C. Promptly at 2 o'clock the cortege 
left the house for Christ Church Cathedral, 
where services wero conducted by Rev. 
Canon Norton, assiated by Uean Norman of 
Quebec, and Rev. Edmund Wood of the 
Church of St. John tho Evangelist. 

Tho acene in the aacred edifice waa iin- 
prcaaive, the pulpits, reading deaka and 
ornaments all being draped in black. 
Everything was sombre owing to tho un- 
favorable weather. Many people were pres- 
ent bofofo the followera of tho hearse ar- 
rived ; among them beirg many ladies.

THE REPEAL BILL. 

Its Kll'ectg Not Yet I'ercpptlblc— Hecnperatlon 

Must bo a Work of Tlmo. 
. New York, Nov. 2, — Tho Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin in its 
domestic goods market report to-day, says : 

" The effects of the passage of the repeal 
bill through the Senate haa not yet been 
perceptible to any marked degree in the 
demand for merchandise, and in aome quar- 
ters disappointment is expreaaed ut tho ab- 
Bcnco of tangible resulta. This appeara to 
bo Bomuwhat uureaHouablc, however. Proa- 
perity Cikunot be restored in a day, aud 
without a decidedly nioro confident sonti- 
ineut regarding tho future prevailing. Re- 
cuperation inuat bo a work of time, and 
will,. therefore, be moro genuine if it ia not ' 
uniowardly hastened. The general aenti- 
mcnt of tho market ia now more confident 
and a gradual cxpanaon of business aa a 
matter of coiirEO is expected to follow. 

"Yesterday's demand has been about on 
a p;ir with recent experiences. So far aa 
seasonable supplies of staples and fanciea 
are concerned, no changes in I)ricc8 can be 
noted, stcudineas being tho charaoterlstio, 
Tho spring trade provision wan again of a 
limited character compared with normal ox- 
perienoea, but it shows buyers preparing for 
niuro liberal operations. Collections to-day 
wero good, leading woolen bouses particu- 
larly reporting large rsoaipta."

Mineral Reaouvces— Gold Lookiugr Up 
— Tlie Uutals Found in 
tbe Colony. 



Stops aro being taken by the Now South 
Wales Agricultural Department with the 
view of loatering the export trade in coloni- 
al timber, It is propoaod to send a number 
of eamploB of wood blocks to London. A 
coatraotor in the British metropolis will be 
asked to lay down a portion of a street with 
them, in order to show their value. It ia 
believed, if it can be shown by practical ex- 
periment that Australian blocliB are better 
than the timber now used, a lar^e trade will 
spring np, provided that the wood oould bo 
sent to England at a reasonable rate. 

The capital valneSof all the ratable pro- 
perty in the oniony is £147,7^ 000, as com- 
pared with £144.277,400 for 1891 2,showmg 
aninorease of £3 i:i2,6M for the twelve 
months ; in this inurutiso is included the 
value of proporfy witliin the fivo muiiioipil- 
ities CBtablifhod duniiK IH'jL', viz. ..Cl ,;!I8,000, 
so th It aoiuttl incr -iiso for iiiuiiici[)iil- 
ities existiiif^ in IS'Jl wua X'J, l.'fl.GOO 
The annual rental value of huildiuus, 
and cultivated lands na assessed was

tta conipiired wllh .£7,929,498, nhnwing an 
increase during the year of L'7I 042 lu 
muuicipiiliticH other than the ciiy of tiydney 
uuimprovL-d lund, tlint ia to euy, Imid not 
occupied or cultivated, is aepirately as- 
sessed. Fur 1892 3 the vakm of hucIi land 
was .£14,788,200, uioludini; .ClOO 000 in new 
munioiptniiies, loi.vinc £14 287 900 to be 
compared with £1") .'IGO UOO for 1S9I-2, or a 
reduction of £1,072,21)0. The c.ipitul value 
of all riitablH prnijerty ia : Sydney aud 
suburbs, £107,074 000; othpr niuniclpalitica, 
£40,640,000; total, £147.720 000. Annual 
rental of buildings, or occupied land — 
Sydney and subarbi, £6,443,503; other 
muDioipalities, £3,601,881; total, £8,045,- 
444. 'japital value of lands rated bb unim- 
proved— Sydney and anburbs, £9 605,000; 
other municipalities, £5 184 200; total, 
£14.789,200. These figures afford the best 
possible criterion of the rapid progress of 
the colony. 

The mineral resources of the colony are 
incredibly large, the coal measures extend- 
ing from the 29oh to the 36 h parallel of 
south latitude, and reachiuK to the sea 
along many miles of coast. The seams .ire 
of great thickueas, and tfio coal ia raised in 
conaidcrriblc onantitius for export as well as 
for homo consumption. Gold ia found in 
many parts of tbo colony, and fresh discov- 
eries are frajuently made, the total quantity 
of auriferous ore and metal annually obtain- 
ed being considerable. Silver has lately 
been obtained in immense quantities at 
Broken Hill and elsewhere, and it is believ- 
ed that the argentiferous reaources of the 
colony will bo found to rival those of any 
other known silver-producing country, 
either ancient or modern. Silver fcad 
and silver ores are plentiful, but not much 
worked. » Copper is abundant in several 
places, especially in the Cohar, Nymagee, 
Bathurat, and Buurke districts. There are 
immense deposits of tin in the northern 
parta of the colony, the area of stannifer- 
ous country being eatimated at 8,500 tquare 
miles. Iron of excellont quality is plenti- 
ful, and in many places is found in close 
proximity to coaI. Other metals include 
antimony, bismuth, koroaone shale, etc. 
Dianionda and other gem stones are also 
frequently found. The yield of silver last 
year waa £56,884, silver and lead £2,420,- 
952. The production of tin last year waa 
£152,994, as compared with £1.33,962 in the 
preceding year, tbe largest annual produc- 
tion since 18S0 having, been £568,795 in 
1881. Gold appears to be locking up, as 
the yield of lest year was £569,178, being 
£11,000 more than that ot 1891, and the 
largest since 1876, when £()13,190 waa 
raised. 



MATABELE POWEIt BROKEN. 

Aliinulmr Koiiorts as to Condition of AlTalrs 
lu tieriiian Southwest Africa. 

Cm-k Town, Nov. 2. — Cecil Rliodea, 
premier of Cape Colony, telegraphs from 
Fort Charter that native runners say the 
Matabeles are utterly defeated. At Bulu 
wayo the blacks fought with great bravery, 
but tbe machine guns and unerring rifles of 
the whites were too much for them. The 
Matabele loss is reported to exceed 3,000 
killed and wounded. All Maahonalaud ro 
ports oontirm these atories aud agree that 
the Matabele power is utterly broken. One 
of the envoys killed by the liechuanaland 
police was the relative of a powerful King 
of one of the native states, who haa con- 
sequently withdrawn into the interior and 
is preparing to engage in vigorous hostili- 
ties against the British Chartered Company. 

London, Nov. 2 — A dispatch to the Times 
from Berlin says : The Cologne Uazetto 
has a dispatch from Cape Town giving 
alarming reports of the condition of aCTciirs 
in Gorman Southwest Africa. It is stated 
that Chief Wittbooi and followers bad a 
6ght with the Colonial troops uear Horn- 
kracz, and several Germans, including 
Lieut Franoois, were Icilled, and the Ger- 
man settlements burned. The reports are 
not conBimed. 



OUR NElGIIBUllS' NEWS. 



FETED AT A.JAUCIO. 

The CorBlcans Give Tlieiusplves Up to Honor- 
int; the Ilussiaus. 

Ajaccio, Corsica, Nov. 2 — The whole 
town has given itself to feting the Russian 
naval oflijera. The fleet will remain here 
until to-morrow. Upon their arrival yca- 
terday the Russians were addressed by M. 
Ceccialdi, member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, who declared Coraici waa France's ad- 
vanced sentinel in the Mediterr.ineaii, and 
said the island might bo made iinpreguiible 
for the defence of the French territory in 
Algeria. He hoped the liuaaians would 
often visit Ajiccio. Admiral Avolan n]ado 
a brief reply. He promised before spring 
tbe Russian fleet would return to Aj iccio 
and make a long stay. The town was pret- 
tily illuminated last night in honor of the 
visitors. 

Aa the Russian pquadron entered the 
harbor of Aj'iccio, tbo capital of Corsica, an 
explosion occurred in the engine room of the 
flagship Emperor Nicholas I, seriously in- 
juring six firemen and engineers. The acci- 
dent, following closely upon a collinion be- 
tween tbe cruisers Pamiat Azova aud Ad- 
miral Nachlmoff, shortly after they left 
Toulon, has oast a gloom over the squadron. 

ANARCHIST MANIFESTO. 

Tbe Government of the United States De- 
clared a Falliu-e. 

EAt' Ci.AiKK, Wia., Nov. A certified 
manuscript copy of the manifesto adopted 
by the aecrot international unarchislu' con- 
grcas, held in Chicigo on Sept. 30, has been 
received hero. It declares the time has 
come when anarchists need no longer leave 
the Btateriient of their doctrine to their 
enemies, whoso ignoranco and mUico liave 
led them to misrepresent. It declnrea that 
the Government of the United .Statea, after 
a fair trial, has foiled to aecure tlio people 
their natural rights of independence. I'ho 
manifesto Buys every principle of ujualily 
is violated. It inveighs a).;ainot tbo vuai 
municipal, stale and Uiitional ilcbta per- 
maucutly fixt d upon the people ; againal 
war and naval outfits ami the hordeaof pub- 
lic oflScerf, and declares that every act of 
this Government is tainted with the foulest 
oorruption and favoritism. It fiercely at- 
tacks the police, militia and regular army, 
declares the courts closed against the poor, 
individual liberty destroyed, poverty, crime 
and insanity alarmingly increasing, and that 
the repnblio is impotent to protect the poor 
BgaioBt the rich.

London Daily News : — There are five 
printing presses in Iceland. Ton news- 
papers and eight magazines are published, 
and that the Icelanders have a great im- 
pulse to iotellcotual production ia proved by 
tbe fact that the 12,000 Icelanders who have 
oinigrated to Manitoba have founded twelve 
newspapers. 

San Francisco Bulletin : — The town of 
Texas, Wash , has adopted tho ball and 
chain remedy for trampn, and its iiral appli- 
cation is intorealiug. The tramp was made 
faat to a ball and chain and put to work on 
tho street. While his guard waa tiiUiiig a 
rest Honiewhcre the prisoner picked up tho 
cannon ball and started to walk out of town 
with it. Ho was caught and three heavy 
balls wore attached to hie legs. He will not 
work, but throws away tho implements of 
street labor that are given to him. 

Spokane Review : At Hoquiani tho direc- 
tors of the public schools are having diili- 
culty with citizens who formerly dwelt in 
tho South. A man from Texas has a com- 
plaint because one of the teachers read 
aloud each day passages from " Uncle Tom's 
Cabin." He said it was having a tendency 
to make hia children think that they were 
not as good aa persons born in tho North. 
Other complaints are made that such aonga 
as " Marching Through Georgia," have a 
tendency to keep alive sectional feeling. 
Another dssnanda the expurgatinn from tho 
achool history of all reference to the war of 
the rebellion. Evidently this country has 
gone thoroughly Demooratio. 

San Francisco Bulletin : A remarkable 
gold story is reported from Sooquamie Falls 
in Western Washington. These falls are 
265 feet high, and the pool below Is of un- 
known depth. During the past week some 
lumbermen have been shooting logs over the 
cataract. One particulor log went over, 
took a graceful curve on tho glassy surface 
of tbe water, shot straight downward and 
was soon loat in the deep pool below. After 
it had risen to the surface and floated down 
the stream, it was seen to have a rock im- 
bedded in one end, which, upon examina- 
tion, waa found to be quart/, and rich in 
gold. It is reported that tho discoverers 
of this remarkable and unparalleled find 
will make some attempts to locate it. 

In London there is a quaint old organiza- 
tion known as tho Fellowahip of Free 
Porters. It was organized some time in the 
thirteenth century, and for nearly .'i(X) years 
its members had the monopoly of the dis- 
charging of grain from boats coming up the 
Thames. A century ago the organic ition 
had 2,500 members, with a surplus which in 
1852 grew to £81,000. The construction of 
docks, and tho abolition of metage or mea- 
surement of corn, destroyed the prosperity 
of the Fellowship. It has been languishing 
for several years, and refuses to die because 
no provision has been made for tbe disposal 
of its funds. An arrangement has been 
made recently whereby the funds are to be 
distributed, and meanwhile each member ia 
to be paid ten shillings a week. 

Toronto Empire : The prevalence of 
kleptomania ir tho large dry goods stores of 
the city had a very painful ventilation in 

thu Police court on Saturday. Two respect- 
able well dressed women were each charged 
with stealing a pair of boots. Relatives of 
tho prisoners appeared in court and appealed 
to the iniigistrato to iinpooe a line. 1.,'olonel 
Deni.son, in sentencing them to twenty days 
each in j lil, suid : " I have had again and 
ag.iin brought beforo mo, ladica of respectable 
appearance, in cimfortable circumstances, 
and of previous good cluiracter, who are per- 
petually doing thia sort of thing. I uaed to 
et peoulo go on 8U3[)ended aenteuco, and 
they iiriHgined tiiat all they had to do was 
to keep tbidr iiainea out of tl.o papers. 
Owing to this there haa been u constant and 
increasing number of cases of this kind 
lirougbt bi fore mo. In future the sentence 
for shop-lif ting will be more severe every 
time." 

Dr. Gregriry, of the British museum, haa 
just returned to T^ondon from an expedition 
to ( ifuntorial Africa Tho principal object 
of the expedition was to make the ascent of 
Mount K»nia. Dr. Gregory managed to 
ascend 17.000 feet up the mountain, which 
stands 18,000 feet above tbe sea, the point 
reached by him being higher by .^,000 feet 
than that attained by any previous traveler 
in thoae regions. The expedition to which 
Dr. (; I i^gory was attached, originally organ- 
ized by Lieut. Villiers, of tho First Life 
Guards, and started from tho coast early in 
the present year, waa composed of ,300 men. 
Villiera subsetiuently abandoned tho expedi- 
tion in order to join .Sir Gerald I'ortiil. 
Gregory procredi'd willi iiii e.-iotirt of -lo men 
^md on reaching Kcnia uacended 17,000 feet 
over snow-oovered glaciers at a temperature 
of 28 degrees below zero.

PWAYUNISH AS USUAL. 

The local organ of tho Opposition is deal- 
ing with the tiirilV as it deals with almost 
everything else. It paasea over largo and 
important queatioua in bileuco, and attaches 
importaucQ to and uiagnities small and 
trifling matters— and even tlieae it oontrives 
to deal with diaingenaously. 

It', on Wednesday, tried to ebow that the 
Dominion tariff disoriminatea against Great 
Rritain in favor of the United States. We 
may say in paa'sinc; that, we should think 
that our contemporary would not regard 
this aa a very heiuoua ofTonco. In its efTorts 
to prove its point our contemporary does not 
view the tarifif as a whole. It does not try to 
prove what, if its accusation is true uud 
worth noticing, must have been the case, 
that the men who framed the tariff and the 
Parliaiimnt of the Dominion which enacted 
it wore, in a coinniercial sense, hoatilu to 
Groat Britain and friendly to the United 
Statea. Snob a statement as this would be 
80 absurd and so contrary to what is kndwn 
to be true, that it would excite the con- 
tempt of every one, Grit aa well as Tory, 
■who read it. 

Our contemporary doea not take tho 
trouble to explain that tho tariff is applied 
with pel feet impartiality to importers of 
every nation and to goods from every coun- 
try. - The same ratea of duty are 
charged upon all oommoditiea with- 
out the alighteat regard to the coun- 
try that produced them or that froin 
which they came. The tariff, in short, 
doea not diacriminate againat aay country. 
The Times negleota to tell its roadera that 
prMiaely the same duties are charged upon 
the items it adduces to prove diacrimlnation 
whether they come from Great Britain or 
from the United Statea. Pig iron and setup 
cast iron, for inatance, pay the same duly, 
J4 a ton, uhelher tliey arc imported from 
the otie country or tho other. It ia the aime 
with uU the other commodities cited by our 
contemporary aa examples of discrimioation. 
Thia little explanation would have deprived 
ita article of what little plausibility it pos- 
eeases, for it would show that it waa not the 
intention to diacritniualo either in favor i f 
or againat Great Britain or tho United 
Statea. 

On what ground then, it may be asked' 
does the Times maintain that, aa regards 
these oonimoditioB, the tariff diaoriniinates 
in favor of tho United Statea? Wo can 
easily understand ho* pooplo are puzzled 
over this, for the Tin;ea leaJa ita readers to 
believe that the ratea of duty are diirerent. 
"If wo turn," it says, " to bar iron (In the 
blue book) wo find that the British article 
paid 38 per cent, and the American 27 per 
oent." The inquirer will not aee this in the 
blue book. What he will see ia Bir Iron, 
etc., $1.3 per ton. He will have to work 
out a little calculation for himself before he 
arrives at the results given by our con- 
temporary. There were in 1891 2 119,756 
' owt. of bar iron imported into the Dominion, 
ooating $1200,304. At SIH a ton tho 
duty amounted to S77,H7G. If this 
duty were calculated ad valorem it 
would bo Boinowhero about ,'!8 per cent. 
In that year 11,623 cwt. of bar iron wore 
imported from the United Statea, its ooat 
waa 827,578, and it paid in duty §7,556. 
The duty. If calculated according to value, 
would be 27 per cent. This makes tho duty 
on the ad valorem baaia U jier cent, lower 
than was paid for Britiah irou. The reason 
of thia is that the Brii ieh iron wua cheap 
and tho Anieriuau iron dear, and tho spoolDc 
duty of §13 a ton waa proportionately higher 
on the low-prioed article than on the high- 
priced ono. To this extent, and in thia 



way, there waa a diaorimination in favor of 
the United Statea. But did this diaorimina- 
tion send, Canadian buyers to the States ?| 
Although tho United Statoa ia so near and 
Great Britain so far away, Cauadiana bought 
more than ten timea aa much bar irou in 
England aa they did in the United Statoa. 
I'he suing lined by tho Americana by thia 
accidental and uointentional disoriminatioa 
ia so very small as, from a national point ot 
view, not to bo worth conaidoriug. 

The in^Rnifying glaaaea of tho Opposition 
have been able to tiud only four instanooa in 
which the operation of tho tarilf favors the 
United States as compared with Great 
Britain. The wonder ia that there are not 
forty oases, instead of four, for when draw- 
ing up a tariff the most sagacious and cx 
perieuoed men cannot tell exactly how it 
will work. The reaulta in practice aro often 
very different indeed to what they aro In 
theory. It is imposaiblo to foresee what 
the fluctuations of the market may be, and 
it waa those Quotuations that produced the 
very inaigolfioant reaulta to whioh the 
Times directs attention. 

Our contemporary liaa begun to complain 
of discrimination in favor of the United 
Statea rather late in tho day. Tho tariff 
lias been substaotially what it is now for 
many years past ; tho discrimination which 
vexes ita patriotic aoul has been going on for 
quite a long while. Why did it not point 
out, t hia ilefi'ot in '.he tariff years ago V If 
there ia any siucerity in its zoal for British 
intorcsta, it should not have delayed ita pro- 
test until the Government 'has beoome con 
viuced without ita aid that the tariff needs 
revising. 

Instead of going to work in this picayun- 
iali way, why doea not our contempomry 
addreSH itself to tlie whole (luenrion '.' Why 
does it not attempt to tell its roadera how 
" a tariff for revenue " will work, what 
articles under such a tariff will be taxed, 
and what pUced on the free list t How is a 
revenue to be raised if every protective tax 
ia eliminated from tho tariff? How are the 
industriua of Cumul i to exist after the Lib- 
erals have expiingid from tho tariff every 
duty that l)t;ura even the seiiibhinco of be- 
ing a protective one ? Theao arc all now 
burning questions, and questions, too, 
whioh the assailants of tho tariff are bound 
to diacusa. Why doea not the Times tackle 
one of them t

ohaaed oommoditiea from Buaaia to 
the value of $137,800,8.^8. Thia very oon- 

Bilerable trade, which must have boon.of 
great advantage to tho people of both ooun- 
triea, their respootivo Governments are now 
doing thoir boat to ruin. The cominoditiea 
which wero exchanged wore many of them 
of prime necessity, whioh neither oountry 
oould get BO easily and, we presume, so 
cheaply from anywhere olao. Tho Germans 
bought from tho Huaaiina wheat, rye, oata, 
barley, Indian corn, buckwiioit, kerosene, 
wood, wooden-ware, eggs, horaea, and other 
products. Tho Russians importoil from 
Germany textile fabrics of different kinds, 
iron and steel- ware, machinery, leather and 
many articles of manufactured gooda. Now 
that the Governmetita of tho two countriea 
have fallen out, ao far aa trading ia con- 
cornoil, the Rusaiana have lost a good cus- 
tomer and tho Germans u market for many 
of tho products of their faotoriea. Russia, 
metaphorically speaking, outa off Germany's 
nose, and Germany dam iges Russia's coun- 
tonanco. If two individuals indulged in an 
atimsemcnt of thia kind, sciiaible byatiinders 
ould coucludo that they wore a pair of 
fools. Aro nations any wiser or hotter 
when they resort to the lex tcUionin in trade ?

LADY LYNCHERS. 

Lynching has evidently great channa for 
our neighbora acroaa the national boundary 
line. Individual citizens consider ^t incum- 
bent upon them to exerciae.powera and to 
perform funotiona whioh are, in other coun- 
tries, left to the regularly constituted 
authorities. We every day read of self-con- 
stituted courts for the trial and execution — 
particularly the i xecution — of nffenderfl. In 
these cases the tribunals of Judge Lynch are 
generally composed of men. Women seldom 
take pirt in their proceedings, though there 
is some reason to believe that they seldom 
disapprove of the decisions arrived at and 
the punishments awarded. Lately, how- 
ever, some ladies of at least one town in tho 
States have cumo to tho concluaiou that 
the interests of good morala ri(|uire that 
i-cvere and auinmary punishment should, 
without the sanction of law, be administered 
to thoae of their sex who, in their opinion, 
act improperly and exercise a pernicious in- 
fluence in their neighborhood. Some women 
occupying respectable positions in Oaceola, 
Xi:bra,>kii, were ecandalizid by the couduci 
of aomo girls in tho town, and they took 
upon themselves to punish them for what 
they regarded as iffcnces. They met in 
uumbers, entrapped the girls and whipped 
them with great severity. This extraordin 
ury proceeding has created quite a stir, not 
only in OjccoIj, but in the whole country 
In the first place, it is aaid that 
tho young women sulijeoted to the 
rough discipline of the lady lyuchora wer 
only foolish and iudiaoreet, and not by any 
meana vicious, and it has dawned upon a 
good many that even if they were as hai 
they were judged to be by the ai lf-appijiutud 
court, it was not iho place of women having 
not even tho semblanceof authority to punish 
them in tho way they did with or without 
trial. 

The parents and friends of the girla are 

naturally indignant and have employed law- 
yers to take proceedings against the self 
made jii'lgea and executionera in tho com 
mon au'l vulgar courts of tho state. Tho 
chief justice and head executioner of the 
female court is the wife of the preaident of 
tho bank of the place, who is quite proud of 
what she has done. The lynuhers, ioJeed, 
did not go au far us she proposed, for if she 
had had her way tho young women would 
have been tarred and feathered. The 
VV.C.T.U.it appears, is hold rcaponsible 
by the citlzena of Osceola for this outrage 
Thia is to be regretted. It would Lo a 
thousand pitisa if any branch of thia moi<t 
respectable and useful orgunizitiou were 
brought into disrepute by the lawless and 
injudicious proceedings of a few excitable 
and meddlesome women. 



A COMMICROIAL WAR. 

Germany and Ru.-aia aro already at war, 
but the war is a bloodless one. It is a war 
of tariffs. Busaia'a system permits its Gov 
ernment to diuorimlnate against tho«o 
nations to whioh it is opposed commercially 
It seemi that Gormany haa offended Ruasia 
in aomo matter of trade, eo the latter haa 
put in forco againat ita neighbor ita liigtu'St 
tariff, which ia to a groat extent prohibi- 
tory. Germany, not liking this treatment, 
endeavors to got (!ven with Russia by iin 
posing heavy duties on all Ruaaiun com 
moditiea. There can bo no doubt that ii 
tho commercial war both nitioua hurt eaoh 
other, but what bentfit either of them can 
derivo from it, it paaacs the wit of mun to 
comprehend. '' •'

able. Buaaia in 1891 oousumed 934.589,000

THE SIL VmR BILL. 

Tho bill about whioh there was such a 
light in the United States Senate, and the 
discussion of whioh has agitated the Repub- 
lic throughout its wholo extent as it has 
very seldom before been agitated, is a very 
hort one. It goes by tho name of the 
' Voorhees bill." Aa tnany of our readera 
would like to see it wo reproduce it bulow. 
Here it ia : 

I'li'it HO iiiuoh nf the act approved July 
24, 18'JU, entitled " An uct directing the 
purobaae of silver bullion and Ishuo of 
treasury notes thereon, and for othi r pur- 
poses," as direota the Secretary of thoTrcaa- 
ury to purcli.iae from time to time iiilvi r 
bullion to tlic aggregate amount of 4,ril)(l,()00 
ounces, or oo much thereof as may bo olf -reil 
in oaoli mouth, at the market price thereof, 
not exceeding §1 00 for ."iTl 25 graina of pure 
silver, and to lasue in payment for Bui;h pur- 
(!liasi-a treaaury notcH of ttio United States, 
be, and tho eamo ia hereby repealed. 

And it. la her. by di chui cl Ic he the pi)lii;y 
of tho United .Stales to cniiliiiue llie ubc! of 
both gold and silver aa Htaiidard money, and 
to com both gold and silver into money of 
equal intrinaic exchangeable value, such 
equality to bu secured throui^li intenialional 
aurecinent, or by such Hufegimrda of Ifgiala- 

pirity in value of tho coins of the two 
niefala and the etiual power of every dollar 
at all timea in tho inurketa and in tho pay- 
ment of di bts. And it is hereby further 
declared that the efforta of tho Government 
shall be steadily directed to tho CHtablish- 
ment of such a safe system of bimetallism as 
will maintain at all times the equal power 
nf every dollar coined or issued by the 
United States in the markets and in the 
payment of dibta. 

The reader sees that the bill is very far 
indeed from discouraging the use of silver aa 
money. Oo the contrary, it binds the Gov 
ernment to continue the use of silver as well 
as gold as money, and to do what it can 
to establish a safe aysttni of bimttjiliam 
This ia all that those moat deeply intercated 
In silver could rcaaonably ask tho Govern 
tnent to do. To attempt to foroe silver on 
tho nation and to give it an artifioial value, 
cannot but bo attended by reaulta even more 
di.a.abtroua to the owners of silver minia and 
to thnao engaged in ita production than they 
are to any other class in the community 
The silver men, if they have an enlightened 
regard to their own intereatr, will bo con- 
servative in the matter of the currency, 
We believe that it will be found that the 
new law will work for their benefit. 

Aa wo expected, tho bill haa been Carried 
through the House of Kepresentativea by a 
largo majority. When tho time oimea to 
send it to tho President ho will certainly 
append his signature to it with the greatest 
satisfaotion. It ia in a peculiar sense hia 
bill. Without his aid and iofiuenoe, con 
stantly and vigoroualy exercieed, it would 
never have aeon tho light of day. Tho bill 
may be said to have made bis reputation as 
a statesman.

Saudfoi'd Fleming's Mission to 
Anstralia— Bobert Louis 
8teveii!jOU. 



(Correspondence of Montroal Wltnera.) 

HoKOLDLU, Oot. 10.— The Caoadtnn- 
AuBtralmn Steamship line has met hard 
luck thua early in its career. Its strong 
and handaomo steamaliip Mioweru lies 
stranded on the coral reef at the entrance to 
Honolulu harbor. She was from Sydney 
direct, having given Brisbane the go-by on 
account of the Queensland government's 
failure to meet the terms proposed by the 
governmeut of New South Wales. A wait 
was made, howevur, for mails and passen- 
gers from lirtabano by rail. 

The marine lookout kept hy tlio Ha- 
waiian Government on Diamond Head, a 
promontory five or six miles from Honululu, 
reported by telephone that the Miowera 
was ten miles south at 7:30 p. m., on Mon- 
day, Oct. 2, It is <iuite dark in this lati- 
tude at that hour this time of the year. A 
pilot and the health oflioers repaired to the 
wharf and prepared to go out to meet the 
steamer. The pilot took lamps in his boat 
witli whicli to light up the buoya on either 
side of the pauaugo into the harbor through 
the reef. 

There wna some delay in getting tlie boat 
olF. 1'. is aaid it waited a low miiuitea for 
au olUcer of the board of beiUtli. Mi-usles 
h.id been imported by Iho previoua steiuner 
from the .southern hemispliere of tlie Ooeiinio 
line, and probably the board of lieultb 
meant to bo purlicubrly watchful this time. 
But it is also said that the pilot uasigncd to 
the Mioworu remarked that there wus no 
occasion for hurry. The pilot's boat had 
got to ttbuut the third buoy from deep 
water, and tlio lamp was being hung upon 
that object, when the approBching steamship 
was observed to be very close in and in a 
dangerous place. 

STOPPKD AND NEVER WENT AHEAD AGAIN. 

"What is be trying to do?" aaid the 
pilot, as the steamship was swinging round 
on the leeward side of the obannel. Then 
the vessel was observed to stop, and she 
never went ahead again. The pilot went 
on board the grounded ship, and word was 
sent back to port for the Government tug 
boat, It was less than an hour from the 
signalling of the steamship till she was 
reating on the reef, in full view of the 
principal wharves of Honolulu harbor, 
Thcie was » strong northeast b.-cc::= blew 
ing, which swung the steamship farther 
broadaido on the rock. 

The tug boat was not long in going out, 
and a haweer waa run out to the steam- 
ship's starboard quarter. On this lino the 
tug boat atrained the live long night, while 
an anchor and ciblo were let out at the 
bow to keep the Miowera from getting into 
a worse position. Representatives from 
Theo. H. Uavies & Co., ogents both for the 
CanadiaD-Australian lino and Lioyd!<, early 
went on board the steamship and consulted 
with Captain Stott on his predicament. 
The ship was in a very precarious position. 
Had a southerly gale sprung up — a " kona," 
as the natives call a storm from the sea — 
he would have had a dissKreeable awaken- 
ing. In that eventuality there wonid have 
been no small peril in getting passengers 
and ship's company landed, as the vessel 
was lying in a region where breakers roll 
high when Buch a storm prevails. As the 
case fortunately was, the vessel was in com- 
paratively smooth water, the rollers dash- 
ing aguiuat her starboard side, exposed to 
thorn. Bending not an atom of foam over 
her bulwarks. 

NEWSPAPXK MEN 00 AIIO AKD. 

It was nearly ten o'clock before your cor- 
respondent heard of the disoster, as, ofter 
attending a meeting he was on his way to 
have a parting word with Mr. T. R, 
Wiilker. the resident head of Theo. H. 
D.^viea !c Co., and British vice consul, who 
was to leave by the Miowera for England 
via V'ictoria and Montreal. About 1 1 
o'clock 1 took a shore boat with a. few oth- 
ers for the stranded ship. It wiia anything 
but a clear night, the waning moon being 
yet two or three hours of riaing. At one 
time after leaving the harbor our native 
boatmen were in some consternaiion st the 
leeway the little craft was mailing before 
the rhi&g gale. Cross eeas and blind rollers 
gave us a wetting, as well as a jolly good 
rocking in the cradle of the deep, but we 
managed to make the iee side of the tug 
ijoac without mishap. After going on board 
the tug the wind and the sea increased, so 
thai the little steamer pitched and tossed in 
fine style as she strained on the creaking 
hawser. 

Finding that there was smooth water on 
the lee side of the Miowera, a party of 
newspaper men, including the writer, went 
on board with Messrs. King and Smith, 
Minister of the Interior and Attorney (ien- 
eral, respectively. Everything on board 
the stranded steamship waa us (juiet aa if 
she were lying in dock discharging caruo. 
The oilicera were busy attending to the 
hawser, that every now and aL'ain began to 
•strand' from chafing on tbo bitta, whop the 
order had to bo given for the tug to stop 
pulling while a fresh hold was taken. Most 
of the pasaong rs were in their berths. The 
three or four exceptions were gloomily dis- 
onssing the cbanoes of the snip's getting 
afloat without being disabled from continu- 
ing her voyage, 

I^After consultation with the Minister of 
the Interior, who, from having been cap- 
tain of the largest coasting steamer here, 
and latterly pon-superintendont of Wilder'H 
Steamahi]) Co 'a lleet, ia thoroughly con- 
versant with tlio harbor's approaches, Cap- 
tain titott decided that aaaistanoe should bo 
engaged from shore to lighten the ship, and 
steam power to pull her into deep water. 
The following soundings on either side of 
the Miowera on the second day, taken from 
a map of the harbor with her position 
marked, will give some idea of the

bow to stern, starboard aide — 17, 15, 11, l.'i, 
12, II!; from stem to bow, port aide — M, I I 
(amidships), 1:j (opposite bow) Dead ahead 
the depth wua 'JO, between '2'2 toward tlio 
harbor and '2.1 seaward. All ellortH by day 
ond night failed to budge the unforlunalo 
steamship, and on Saturday all that was 
done was to strengthen the anchorage of tho 
Mioworu, When tho Miowera arrived at 
Honolulu, June 1, she drew 17 feet of water 
forward and 20 feet aft. She has a record 
of 384 miles a day. 

The passengers have had published In the 
Bulletin this sfternoon an address of sympa- 
thy with Captain Stott, and thanks to tho 
agents for having provided comfortable 
hotel accommodation for them and quick 
despatch to their destinations. There were 
larga quantities of bananas and pineapples 
awaiting shipment by the Miowera at this 
jiort. Some of the bAnanaa were j^ut on 



board outgoing sailing vessels for San Fran- 
cisco, and tho rest tiave been sacrificed at 
auction. 

Tho blow to tho now line ia keenly felt 
here. Its opening of now markets on thi- 
Northwest Pacilio Coast was highly and 
hopefully appreciated Aa a mark of public 
interest in the ontorpriHe. the executive and 
advisory councils of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment, at a special meeting culled for the 
|)urpoao yesterday, voted §1,5(10 to cover 
half tho cost of despatching ihu Australia 
three days ahead of her time, the Govern 
ment takine chances of reimbursement with 
all concerned. 

OAKADIANS ABROAD. 

I had pieasant interviews here with 
Messrs. Saodford Fleming and Maokenz'o 
Bowell. Mr. Fleming said ho was travel- 
ling for rest and pleasure, but when I asked 
him about the significance of the French 
cable-laying in tho South Seas, ho fired up 
and admitted that tho cable matter was 
what drew him to Australia. Mr, Bowell 
was eager to learn about the Hawaiian 
lalands and tho prospects of getting a por- 
tion of their trade for Canada. 

UOBERT LOUIS STEVENSON. 
Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson has been here 

for several weeks He ia not in good health. 
'Vv/fi weeks ago ho gave a delightful talk 
before the Scottish' I'histlo Club. There is 
a strong desire on the part of tho public to 
hear him, but it is doubtful if his health 
will permit him to come before an audience 
He is an engaging talker, and hiaomversa- 
tions are well worth reporting. When the 
committee sent by the club to solicit his talk 
had been seated a few minutes, Mr, Steven- 
son leading a discussion on Scottish names 
started by his mentioning that he was 
engaged in writing tho life of his 
grandfather, tho furnnua author aud- 
doiily exclaimed : ' Wliat a strango 
world 1 Here are four Scotchmen sitting 
down together in tho niiddlu nf the I'acilie, 
(ii.McuBaiiig their anceatoi 9 !' Ho told of a 
curiinia thinf; in natural history that he had 
observed in Samoa, It showed how tho un- 
tutored Savages corrected their calendar 
from the niiin. There ia a certain fiah that 
comes up in Samoa once a year, and its ap- 
pearance is always on tho same day of tho 
year. This gives a starting point for the 
Simoan's year, which cannot bu thrown out 
of gear by the moon. Mr, Stevenson said 
the Hawaiian climate agreed with him, but 
ho liked Samoa to live in because the people 
there were so primitive. 

IMl'OUTINC TO.\I)S. 

Our blissful (or blisterful) isles, like ould 
Oireland, have been neglected by Damo 
Nature in tho distribution of snakes and 
toada. Now, however, our Bureau of Agri- 
culture has imported by last steamer eighty- 
two toads, with a view to their operating in 
the extinction of sundry noxious insects. 
Many insect blights and creeping pea's have 
got a lodgment here. Culling and chemical 
spraying of trees and bushes in Honolulu 
have been extensively employed this sum- 
mer. The toads have been turned loose in 
a dense young forest that has been raised 
by the Government on the mountain slopes 
above Honolulu within the past dozen years.

Owing to the unsatisfactory state of the 
grain market in Europe and a local "corner" 
in wheat, freights from San Francisco have 
declined ; it is impossible to export grain to 
a profit at the rates lately current. The 
market closes quiet, at about 3L2a. lid. to 
Cork, f.o., usual options. In the lumber 
business there is really very little doing, 
and rates of freight would, no doubt, 
speedily decline if there were any pressure 
of vessels on tbo market. As it is, how- 
ever, freights aro in most casea steady, at 
about last quotations. In view of the 
general interest excited by the liehring Sea 
eontroveri-y, and judging that reliable in- 
formation upon any part of the subject will 
be of VlUuo to at least some of our friends, 
wo have this month added a supplement to 
out circular, showing the Qanadian catch of 
seals during tho pitst season. The point 
which, in our opinion, deserves most notice, 
ia that the total catch of C9,7-tl skins, 
although large, is nothing like eo largo us 
waa anticipated, and in some quarters con- 
fidently expecteil. This fact, when it be- 
comes more widely known, ought to have a 
very favorable ttfect upon tho market for 
sealskins.

Tho steamer I'ekin which reached San 
i'rauciaco from tho Orient yeateriiay briuga 
word tnat tho lirili.th sealers Arctic and 
Aurora have arrived at Yokohama, the 
former with til and tho latter with i?l otter 
ekina. The papers of Ijotli vesaela were 
seized by a Ruaaian cruiser. On account of 
the wulch kept by tbo Rusaian cruiser, aa 
well aa through the lateness of tho seaaon, 
many aealiug vesaels aro expected to enter 
Yokohama harbor. There are already four 
in port. Russian cruisers are also ex- 
pected there in connection with the sei/.urc 
by them of the ship' papera.

Tho 
most enduring as well iis attrtictive arc 
made of linen huckaback-, using ti yard 
and a qujirter for etich towel, tho width 
tmd qutility suiting the purchaser's purso 
and taste, and after hemstitching tho 
ends either in wliite or with a colored 
silk have stamped, or mark in if handy 
with the pencil, the initial on ono end 
and a band in any conventional pattern 
on the other. Embroider in any color 
to match tlio room. Sonio very pretty 
ones ctin bo made by lieinstitching tho 
ends with white, in double hemstitch- 




ing, adding still another row of the same 

a.bout an inch and a htdf .above the liem, 

and between this feather stitch with 
coarse white crochet cotton. The initial 
cm be outlined in one end if preferred. 

These towels have tho advantage that 
no caro is needed in laundering tliem. 
They ctin, if wttiited as a gift, be addt^d 
to by mak-iiig Wiishchjlhs to match, hem- 
stitching ;ind working either two or 
three letters ticross the corner, as shown 
in tho illustration. If fringing is pre- 
ferred, that of course can easily be sub- 
stituted, although the hem will wear 
much tho longer. Yellow is about the 
best color as far as the laundry work 
goes, for unless great ctirelessness is 
shown this color will remain until tow- 
els are worn out.

The latest reported 
"hold up" ooourred between 12 and 
1 o'clock yesterday morning, almost within 
the shadow of tho city olook tower and 
only about half a block away, on 
Douglas etreei, next to Vienna's fish 
store. The victim was an' Italian 
named Ernest A. Recanati, who with a fol- 
low countryman has recently establiahed a 
little oyster house at the spot designated. 
Hia miniature restaurant Is not much larger 
than i\ good sized packing box, und contains 
a stove with the cooking utensils behind a 
small counter, with two cliaira and a couple 
of tiny tables where the publlu have access. 
I'ho place is clean, however, and the pro- 
prietors being attentive to the patrons who 
come their way, they have counted upon 
workirg up a comfortable little buaUiObS, 
How they lost the amiill store of money 
which was to buy thia weiU'a htock of 
oysters, Hecanati told in detail lotwoCoi.o- 
.NisT men yesterday. The storj' is best up' 
predated as told in the peculiar dialect of 
the restaurateur, but thia Is it In aubsiauco. 

A littl" after midnight Hiicanati re- 
lieved his partner, who takes the 
"(liiy watch," and was conversing 
with au Arabian friend engaged in 
tho sale of silk handkerchiefs when two 
men entered. Tho one was about 5 
feet 6 inches in height, and sported a 
amall dark moustache ; hia cumpuniou 
waa shorter and thicker set and 
wore a full beard, which, however, was not 
uniform in color. Both were roughly 
dressed, bat from tho whiteness of their 
hands and their appearance generally it 
was evident they were not working 
men. The taller of the two 
as they ontereddireoted Beoanati to make up 
a couple of oyster cocktails, and as he 
hastened to fill the order the short man 
countermanded it. 

" We don't want any oyster cocktails," 
ho said, " give us a nice stew." 

" AU right, sir," said tho willing proprie- 
tor, and soon tho stews were simmermg on 
tho little stove. \\ bile tho oysteia were 
cooking the younger visitor amused himself 
by attempting to pick a ([uariel with 
the Arabian, who tlually left, though not 
understanding clearly what waa said to 
him. Tho oysters were by this time ready 
aud served, and the Strangers apparently 
ei jiyed them. 

Recanati was stonding by his counter 
waiting for tho expected payment, and the 
taller man woa sitting immediately in front 
of it. Suddenly he of the whiskers opened 
the door and stepped outside, hia hand still 
retaining its grasp on the knob. Ho looked 
up tho street hurriedly, and putting his 
head in the dror said, "All clear." 

At the word, his companion quickly drew 
a revblveri'and pushing the eta^i'tlcd Italian 
backward with the weapon against theg'*«9 
door in the rear held him in a manner 
powerless to escape, while ho felt over the 
counter and along its Inner edge for ' he till. 
Thia is a eouvenlince P.ecu,natl & Co. 
have not yet secured, but tho money 
wua there — between $-1 and §,") in 
silver — in a crockery cup on tho 
little shelf. The money was appropriated, 
despite Recanati'a protest that it was all ho 
had in the world to buy tho oysters with, 
together with a couple of convenient pack- 
ai;ea of cigarettes. Then the robber left, 
after making un attempt to extinguish the 
light. 

Recanati'a wits and courage returning as 
Boon as the man and revolver were out of 
the door, he followed, armed with a dagger 
knife. The two men started at a fast walk 
toward Johnson street, but aa soon 
as the corner was tnrned toward Blanchard 
started into a run. The street waa dark, 
and with the revolver still before hia mind's 
eye ho did not follow far. Returning, he 
closed up hia establishment for the night 
and a little later told several of his country- 
men about hia adventure. 

" I look all around," ho explained, "but 
I see no policeman anywhere. In the morn- 
ing I see ono go by my place — tho short 
French policenmn. 1 cM him in and tell 
him where are the jiollce that a man get 
robbed light in his store and no one come 
to help him .' lie Biy I ought to have a 
police whistle and blow him. Then I 
see the sergeant and toll him, und 
by-an'-by another sergeant. Then the 
Chief come in the jfrernoon and I tell him, 
and then I go around to all the saloons and 
through tho streets with tho police, but I 
aee no body like tho men they rob me. 1 
don't know I ever see them again or get 
my money back— I guess not maybe,"

Aniendmon'H to the Chinese Exclusion Act— 
The '■J'arlir Hill In the Ilnusu Likely to 
I'rolung thu Messluu. 

Wahiii.s-oton, Nov. 2,— The Senito apont 
its entire sesaioQ to-day, after the morning 
hour, in the disouisipn of .the House bill, 
passed on October 16, to amend the Act of 
May 5, 1893, prohibiting the oomibg of 
Chinese peraona into tho United States. 
AU the amendmenta that were ofrered to it 
wore forthwith withdrawn or rejected, and 
the bill wiia pinsed in tho exaut form in 
which it came from tho House. It exteuda 
for six niontha from its pnaaugo the 
tinio in which certificates ot resi- 
denCQ may bo applied for — which cer- 
tificates are to contain a photograph of 
the C^hiuanian, and it deliuea what is 
meant by tho turina "Laborer" and "Me- 
chanic." It nuikod various other uioditica- 
tiona in the original uct. Other measures 
that wero up and wero disposed of were : 
allowing tho Columbian museum at Chi- 
cago to accept or purchase articles for ItB 
own exclusivo use free from custom duties, 
and tho Huuao bill appropriating 9170, UUO 
for a. steam revenue cutter for service on tho 
great lakes. The tiuul adj jurnmont resolu- 
tion of tho House waa referred to committee 
on appropriations. The Senate adjourned ut 
5:-15 till to-morrow. 

Tho UouBu took an important step to- 
wards final adjournment when it met 
at noon to-day by adopting a reso- 
lution looking to a termination of tho 
special session at three o'ulock to-morrow. 
Mr. Wilson introduced an apparently harm- 
less little resolution, permuting the ways 
and means committee to finish and' report 
their tariff bill before oongrrss shonld meet 
again. The Republicans objected to tho 
permiaaion to report, Mr. Hucohings bring- 
ing in from tho rules committee a special 
dispens'ition j but still without success, for 
the Republicuns (ililHistered peraiateutly. 

lJurujg ono of tlio inlerniiasiona between 
the roll calls .Mr, Hntehinga gave a threat 
of the jiurpobo of the majority to carry 
through their reaohuion by entering a 
motluu to reconsider the vote before tho 
linal adjournment resolution had been 
pasBcd. 

Mr. Head (Republican, Maine) olTered an 
umoudinent to Mr. Wilson's resolution, that 
tho chiilriiian of the oommittco on ways 
and means shall have the right to call to- 
gether the cnminitleo and to (ilo with tho 
clerk of tho House any revenue bill which 
shall bo ordered by tho committee for pub- 
lication, and the report of the committee, 
together with tho viewa of tho minority, 
shall bo tiled together for publica- 
tion not less than ten days after the tiling 
aud publication of tho bill, unless 
an early dale can bo agreed upon. Either 
report may bo tiled after ten days if tho 
owner is not ready. This compromise waa 
satisfactory to Mr. Wilson, and be slenified 
hia willingness to accept the aniendment. 
Tho cause of tho contention heing then re- 
moved tho Republicans siguified their wil- 
lingness to make up a quorum, and enough 
having answered to their names, the motion 
to diaponso with further proceedings until 
the cull was agreed to and the resolution of 
Mr. Wilson, as amended by Mr. Kced, waa 
agreed to. 

Mr. Catchiiigs thereupon moved to lay on 
tho table hia motion that tho vote by which 
the House agreed to adjourn to-morrow at .'i 
o'clock should lie on tho table, and it was so 
ordered. Tho conference on the urgent de- 
ficiency bill reported a further disagree- 
ment to the Senate amendment.

CONCERNLNG THE CIIINESK. 

White, Ciiltforula, F.xplnliis Tlmt the Seimto 
Bill Was I'ecullar Heciiuse it Dealt 
With u I'ecullar Subject, 

Washington, Nov. 2, — Mr. White 
(Democrat, California), speaking on the 
Chinese bill in the Senate to-day, said that 
he had listened to all the arguments on the 

bill, and bad heard a great many things 

which ho had never heard before. Perhaps 
It was because he knew something about 
tho Chinamen, while tho Senators that 
stated these things had not been brought in 
contact with them. Mr. White referred tn 
the abortive experiment mado in 1S70 
to introduce ChincHO shoo oporalivea 
in North Adania, Jlusuaohusetts, and 
spoke of tho criminal organization known aa 
the highbinders in San Francisco, The 
anti-Chinese legislation, ho said, had boon 
spoken of ua peculiar. It was peculiar bo- 
oauso it dealt with a peculiar subject and a 
peculiar people. Tho Senator from Minne- 
sota, Mr. Davie, had spoken of tho groat 
antiquity of the Chinese empire, and ho 
prophesied that it would stand when other 
empires and republics had passed awuy. 
Perhaps it would, said Mr. White, but it 
stood to-day as a nation incapable of absorb- 
ing the spirit of progress For himself he 
declared that, as' agaittUt Cbin'eae im^i- 
grants, ho would atand by his heVrthstoke 
and his homo. 

Mr. Gray (Democrat, Delaware) in charge 
of tho bill, appealed for its passaRO in view 
of tho exigency now upon tho Government, 
lie favored tho immediate paaaago of tho 
bill in tho interest of those Chinamen who 



are inoarcerated in San Francisco, and to 
prevent tho arrest and confinement of 
thousands of others. 

Tho discussion having closed, tho House 
Bill was iiassed without amendment. It 
requlreH all Chinese laborers in the United 
Stalls, entitled to remain before its passage, 
to secure their oertifloatea within six months 
of tho time fixed by the Geary Act, China- 
men failing to register within six months, 
shall be deported under the former ac-, 
except that the nquirement of a white wit- 
ness ia removed. All proceedings for viola- 
tions of tho Geary Act as originally enacted, 
except as to criminals, are suspended.
